Had the Board it- 
self decided to put on ae fund- 
raising program, and do all work 
entailed jit} would probably have 
been supported by the community, 
but there has been no motion of 
any effort being contemplated or 
offered by them. We can _ feel 
nothing but chagrin that, they have 
refused to rent the building for a 
rousonable fee, as well as, resorting 
to such methods as this to obtain 
funds for which they do not intend 
to work. Especially since all profits 
fiom this function would have re- 
sorted to projects in the commun- 
itv, such effort being the purpose 
and reason-for-existence of a Kins- 
men Club in any community.

RAT RACE ON 
FREIGHT RATES 

It seems quite natural that the 
railways should ask for higher rates 
when their operating employees 
have been awarded higher wages. 
The consumer will be called upon 
to shoulder the load. 

The situation is confused by 
charges by labor that railway man- 
agement is padding executive po- 
sitions and the fat salaries of these 
executives while at the same time 
bewailing the increase awarded to 
the employees who do the actual 
work. There are undoubtedly argu- 
ments on both sides, The railways 
would like to have the Crows Nest 
Pass freight rates agreement on 
grain shipments declared void. The 
farmers of Western Canada are 
clinging to this one and only safe- 
guard remaining to them, for West- 
ern Canada agriculture could not 
withstand a two-way freight hike 
at the present time without re- 
quiring more deficiency payments 
than Diefenbaker has already pro- 
vided for. 

We usually try to keep an open 
mind on public questions. but when 
it comes to the problem of freight 
rates in Canada there is little sub- 
stance to maintain an open mind. 
How the railways can haul freight 
from Toronto and Montreal to 
Vancouver at less cost than to Cal- 
gary or Edmonton is something no 
sane economist will swallow with- 
out question, then a few years back 
we learned that most freight in 
Eastern Canada is hauled at even 
lower rates than those provided for 
the western wheat grower by the 
Crows Nest Pass Agreement. The 
idea seemms to be to take all the 
traffic will stand while there is 
no alternative left to the consumer.

Buying A Winter Coat?

Notes From D.A. 


District Agriculturist 
By HOWARD FULCHER 


There are cight 4H Clubs in this 
district, five with beef projects and 
three with dairy projects. These 
clubs are supervised from this of- 
fice while the leadership is from a 
local man, each club has its own 
elected club executive. 

The clubs are made up of rural 
boys and girls between the ages of 
twelve and twenty years, each club 
must have at least 12 members. 
The beef clubs take a project where 
the members secure a calf in the 
fall and feed this calf through the 
winter on till June at which time 
they show and then sell their calf 
at an Achievement day. The dairy 
club members secure a dairy heifer 
calf in the fall or early winter and 
care for this calf, showing it next 
summer at an acheivment day. The 
dairy calves are not sold but are 
kept by the members and shown 
the following year in a_ yearling 
Class, 

Club meetings are held at reg- 
ular intervals during the year with 
the members conducting their own 
club business. The leaders direct 
the club activities and give instruc- 
tion and help the individual mem- 
bers as they carry out their project. 
Members receiving training in con- 
ducting meetings, public speaking, 
selection, training and grooming of 
animals and in feeding and keep- 
ing feeding records.
